Senator Phillips 
Tells About 
Russia 


At the fourth annual convention of 
the Associated Farm ers of California, 
held at San Jose on December 26, Sen­ 
ator John Phillips of th is district was 
one of the speakers on the program . 
Mr. Phillips said, in p art: 


"I come back after a three or 
four m onths’ absence in Europe 
and many tim es during th at pe­ 
riod I was com pletely ou t of touch 
with world conditions. 
Three and 
one-half w eeks in R ussia m eans 
th at you know nothing of w hat 
is going on w ithin R ussia for three 
and one-half weeks. 
T here is no 
free speech, no free press, no free 
exchange of inform ation, and it is 
a nation over which has hung for 
many years a pall of fear. 
“I come back to find a situation 
in America which 
has 
changed 
even in the th ree m onths in which 
I have been abroad. The last thing 
th at Sam H um e said to you was 
to beware of Am erican Commun­ 
ism and Am erican Fascist. I would 
like to drive that hom e to you, 
because th at is the situation. W e 
have here in California our own 
crops and our own racketeers, and 
we - grow them bigger and b etter 
than anyw here else, ju st as we do 
everything.” 


Senator Phillips commended Colonel 
G arrison on his coining of the slogan 
"Freedom of the highways is as sacred 
to the farm er as freedom of speech. 


“You have in your hands 
as 
farm ers the two m ost powerful 
weapons th at people can have— 
the power to buy and the power 
to sell, and the proper use of 
these two weapons in a critical 
situation may be deciding factors. 
“Now you ask me about 
labor 
conditions in this paradise. 1 have 
ju st returned from (R ussia). You 
cannot com pare conditions unless 
you are fam iliar with the people 
and their historical, racial and re­ 
ligious background. 


“I said to you two years 
ago 
th at France was approaching 
a 
crisis. 
In th e m eantim e the erup­ 
tion 
has 
come 
in 
Spain 
and 
France will perhaps pull through 
w ithout the revolution which was 
expected. 
They see a revolution 
on their doorstep, and it doesn’t 
look so hot as it did when it was 
offered to them by some pretty 
good 
salesm en. 
Secondly, 
the 
executions in Russia on the other 
side don’t look so good, either. 


"G erm any has Improved in two 
years. 
They have their dictator­ 
ship, which m eans th e lack 
of 
freedom of speech and the unrest 
which comes in every governm ent 
which has 
a 
dictatorship. 
The 
people, however, are really better 
off than they were two years ago. 
The industrial im provem ent 
has 
been due to th e m anufacture 
of 
m unitions. 
Of course, there m ust 
come an end to that, and when 
th at end com es there will 
be 
a 
crisis. 
The G erm an working man 
today would be simply delighted 
to live on A m erican w elfare. 
He 
has, at least, been brought back 
from 
the situation 
im m ediately 
following the w ar and th e terrible 
tragedy 
of 
the 
T reaty 
of 
V ersailles. 


"In Russia I do want you to un­ 
derstand the situation. 
Russia is 
the most trem endous country in 
the world. It has a background of 
some 1500 years of developm ent, 
and It is trying its hardest to copy 
other countries, like the 
United 
States. 
"R egarding 
agriculture, 
they 
had antiquated instrum ents 
and 
planted only about 
three 
main 
crops which they 
knew 
would 
up. 
Now they have taken 
little^ farm s 
and 
formed 
into 
imm ense 
collective 
farm s, running as high as 50,000 
acres or more, and som e sm aller 
farm s of 14,000 acres or so. 
Now 
they plant w heat. They have m ar­ 
velous black soil in th e U kraine 
in which you can plant anything 
and it will grow. They have even 
im ported A m ericans to show them 
how to use the farm ing 
imple­ 
m ents and show them new m eth­ 
ods. 
“In the sam e way, is agriculture 
w orse oft? 
I say yes, it is. They 
don’t know anything about m ar­ 
keting. 
“T his sum m er I was perm itted 
to go into Russia. 
T he m inister 
from R iverside who wanted to go 
in w as refused. 
A 
father 
and 
daughter and son coming in from 
the Siberian side wished to 
go 
through. 
T he father and daugh­ 
te r were adm itted—the son was 
refused. 
Everything is the result 
of

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UNEMPLOYMENT CENSUS 


Commenting on the national unemployment 
census, the Calexico Chronicle says: 
“This unemployment census, about which 
many of us have already forgotten, is certainly 
being done in a thorough manner and if it isn't 
productive of a great deal of useful information 
lacking up to now it won’t he the fault of those 
who carried it out. The information will be there 
—what use is made of it remains to he seen. 
One phase of the census with which we were 
not familiar is the accuracy test that lias been 
applied to the voluntary census. 
Here is what 
was done: 
“Of the 92,000 postal routes in United States, 
1S64 were selected for enumerative house to 
house canvasses. 
The postiffice department di­ 
vided the 92,000 routes into groups of 50, each 
group equally representative as to territorial and 
population coverage. Vice-President Garner drew 
number 42 out of a hat containing 50 numbers— 
thus the 42nd route out of every 50 was desig­ 
nated for test. 
“Trained employes of the postiffice depart­ 
ment devoted four days to calling at all abodes on 
these routes, reaching a total of approximately 
two million people. 
There was no element of 
chance to this canvass, it was made from house 
to house and no one was omitted. 
“A comparative analysis is now being made of 
results from the voluntary enrollment on these 
same routes. 
Results of these two types of 
census, compared, will show almost exactly how 
complete and accurate was the voluntary census. 
The figures for both, compared, will be made pub­ 
lic early in January, it has been promised. 
We 
are awaiting the mwith great interest. 
“Comparison of the two types of census will 
be published before the result of the complete 
voluntary census, so that the ratio of variation 
between the enumerative and voluntary enroll­ 
ment. 
“A day or so later a second news release will 
include the total number of unemployed and the 
total number of partly unemployed in United 
States. 
The totals will be divided according to 
sex. This report will also show the total of those 
employed on work relief projects and by other 
emergency agencies. 
These persons, for pur­ 
poses of the unemployment census, are listed as 
unemployed. 
“Geographical 
location 
of 
unemployment, 
ages of the unemployed and the work qualifica­ 
tions of the unemployed will be handled in subse­ 
quent releases. A preliminary report, for which 
it will be impossible to tabulate all this informa­ 
tion, is to be made available at the opening of the 
next session of congress in January. 
“John D. Biggers, the man who took over the 
census job without pay, has this to say: 
‘The 
completeness with, which the cards were filled 
out and the evident thoroughness of the work of 
the postoffice department in this unusual enter­ 
prise indicate that the nation as a whole recog­ 
nized the importance of the undertaking and ap­ 
praised the potentialities of the information to be 
developed. We are confident that the results will 
constitute an important contribution to the basic 
facts necessary in the development of a long- 
range plan of reemployment.’ ” 


CALIFORNIA C R O P S 


California is a prolific producer of fruit and 
nut crops. 
California’s orchardists received some $205,­ 
255,000 for their fruit and nuts this year, the 
state department of agriculture estimated at Sac­ 
ramento. This is the highest income for the or- 
chardists since 1929. 
Combined tonnage of all fruits and nuts was 
calculated at 6,145,500 tons. 
This was one-third 
greater than in 1936. 
Value of the crops per ton averaged $33.40 
down 15 per cent from 1936, when the fruits and 
nuts were worth $39.35 on the average.

As Riverside county’s registered vot­ 
ers were being called upon to sign 
petitions for th e appointm ent of 
a 
county board o f 
public 
welfare 
to 
handle adm inistration of chgrities and 
relief, two supervisors declared their 
approval of the popular movement on 
Monday. 
Both Supervisors E. C. Talbot and 
W alter V. P ittm an, who fought the re­ 
cent change in directorship 
of 
the 
county bureau of welfare and relief 
a t la st week’s m eeting, favor the plan 
for selection of a board of seven per­ 
sons ot oversee w elfare and releif pro­ 
cedure. 
"You can tell everyone th at I in­ 
dorse this move for a county board of 
public w elfare," Talbot 
said 
when 
questions as to his attitude on the 
circulation of th e petitions. 
P ittm an was likew ise favorable to 
the plan. 
“W hatever th e people want, 
I’m 
for,” he declared. 
“I also back the 
Press and E nterprise editorial sugges­ 
tion for the selection of a director of 
county charities with authority over 
all charitable agencies in the county.” 
A lready the necessary 
100 
signa­ 
tures have been obtained, but when 
the petitions a re presented to 
th e 
board next w eek 
more 
than 
1000 
nam es are expected to have been se­ 
cured from throughout the county. 
The pream ble to the petition reads: 
“We, the undersigned, each consti­ 
tuting and being an elector of 
the 
county of R iverside, state of Califor­

Railroads and 
Heavy Demands 
For Service 


“The new era of railroading, estab­ 
lished in recent years with new high 
standards of service, must continue." 
said A. D. McDonald, president of the 
Southern Pacific Company, in making 
public a year-end review at San Fran­ 
cisco. 


“The public demands such improve­ 
m ents as the faster trains, new scien­ 
tifically designed equipment and the 
new service methods that have adapt­ 
ed rail transportation more exactly to 
the needs and desires of shippers and 
travelers; yet these standards, 
and 
the existence of the railroad industry 
as a private enterprise are threatened 
by the sudden increases in expenses 
that came upon the railroads in 1937 
without com pensating increases in rev­ 
enues." 


Reviewing operations of the South­ 
ern Pacific a s typical of the railroad 
industry, Mr. McDonald said: 
“Volume of traffic carried by South­ 
ern Pacific has increased year by year 
since 1933, and in 1937 will lie nearly 
as large as in the peak year of 1929. 
The rising trend of traffic continued 
through the first nine month of 1937. 
hut the decline of the last quarter war 
greater than normal owing to slowing 
down of business generally. 
"In 1935-1936, to tak e care of the 
increasing business and 
to 
attract 
more, 
Southern 
Pacific 
adopted 
a 
broad program of improved and 
ex­ 
tended service for both freight and 
passengers. 
This w as continued in 
1937, notably m arked by the inaugura­ 
tion of the new 
lightw eight 
speed 
trains, the ’D aylight' betw een Los An­ 
geles and San Francisco, the ’Sun­ 
beam ' betw een Dallas and 
Houston 
and the ’Forty-N iner’ and the 
new 
‘City of San Francisco’ betw een San 
Francisco and Chicago, as well as new 
economy train s offering low 
fares, 
low cost m eals and m any added com­ 
forts. 
Speed 
of 
Southern 
Pacific 
i freight trains further increased 28 per 
¡cent from 1927 to 1937, some freight 
trains running 75 per cent faster now 
than form erly. 
In 1937 Southern Pa­ 
cific took delivery on 5,231 
freight 
cars and 40 locom otives of new scien­ 
tific design. 
“A ltogether the new and m odern­ 
ized freight and passenger cars and 
locomotives added to the service dur­ 


ing the year represented an invest­ 
m ent by the company of about $26,­ 
500,000. 
Additional large sum s 
were 
spent for other facilities and for im­ 
proving the line. 


"H owever, in spite of the increased 
volume of business, difficulties arose 
during the year that are m aking 
it 
necessary for Southern Pacific, along 
with other railroads, to defer 
work 
and curtail purchases. Costs of every­ 
thing the railroad 
buys 
increased; 
wages increased; and taxes increased. 
“These increases suddenly face the 
railroad after a sixteen-year period of 
steadily declining revenues per unit 
of service performed. 
As a 
result. 
Southern Pacific’s gross revenues for 
1937 will be about $72,000,000 sm aller 
than would have been the case if the 
average revenue per traffic unit w ere 
the sam e this year as in 1927. 
“A rate increase has been proposed 


by the railroads to provide a 
relief 
from the critical financial 
situation 
that threatens th eir ability to m ain­ 
tain their properties 
and 
continue 
their program s of 
im provem ent 
of 
transportation services. 
If perm itted 
to make a fair charge for th eir serv­ 
ices, in line with current conditions, 
and given equality of regulation with 
other form s of transportation, the rail­ 
roads of the United S tates will become 
one of the most powerful mediums of 
restoring prosperity to the country as 
a whole.”

T he Indio even t, to be held on 
Feb. 4, 5 and 6, w ith supervisorial 


backing, now also is perm itted to be 
financed by horse race betting rev­ 
enue. 
Prem ium s, including cash awards, 
ribbons and trophies, w ill be awarded 
in four general classifications. 
T hese 
segregations w ill be d ates, citrus, cot­ 
ton and truck garden produce. 
T he fair is b ein g organized prim ar­ 
ily to boost an infant industry in the 
Coachella valley which is having diffi­ 
culty in creating a dem and for its an­ 
nual production of 5,000,000 pounds. 
State Senator John Phillips appeared 
and assured the board that with the 
supervisors sponsoring th e event, the 
state would by law be required to re­ 
im burse the county for m oney 
ad­ 
vanced for prem ium s. 
Alvah H icks 
of Palm Springs, president of the 46th 
D istrict Agricultural association, also 
supported the d esignation of the fe sti­ 
val a s the county fair.
